Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year 

1955. 


An  explosive  outbreak  of  Pood  Poisoning  occurred  in  the  Parish  of 
Thixendale  during  the  year.  Three  households  were  involved.  On  the  22nd 
November,  1955 >  a  travelling  butcher  sold  prepared  meat  from  a  tin  to  three 
families.  All  the  nine  persons  who  consumed  the  meat  became  acutely  ill  a 
few  hours  afterwards,  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea.  On  investiga ting  the 
outbreak,  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  organisms  of  the  Salmonella  group.  The 
organism  was  isolated  from  all  the  victims,  from  the  meat,  from  the  tin  and 
its  lido  The  tin  appears  to  have  been  infected  prior  to  sealing.  There 
were  no  fatal  cases,  although  one  of  the  victims,  a  well-built  adult  male,  was 
severely  ill  and  lost  several  stones  in  weight  during  his  illness.  The 
outbreak  was  not  confined  to  the  district,  a  further  eighteen  cases  occurring 
in  an  adjoining  district  which  the  butcher  also  visited, 

A  table  lias  been  included  this  year  which  shows  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  deaths  from  malignant  disease.  The  majority  of  the  victims 
were  aged  between  65  and  74  years. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  the  staff  of  the 
Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Norton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  survey  of  houses  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
reports  placed  before  the  Sub-Committee  have  given  them  considerable 
thought  as  to  how  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  providing  the  large 
number  of  new  dwellings  required  to  replace  the  unfit. °  The  problem, 
it  would  appear,  is  largely  a  financial  one  both  for  the  Council  and* 
for  the  people  to  be  re-housed,  and  the  present  monetary  position  has 
maue  the  problem  much  more  difficult.  Fortunately,  the  giving  of 
grants  for  improvements  is  becoming  more  popular  and  applications  have 
increased,  and  in  many  cases  old  houses  are  now  being  made  fit,  and  so 

saving  them  from  demolition,  which  is  a  great  financial  saving  to  the 
Council.

Rural  Housing  Survey,, 


During  the  year;  423  houses  were  surveyed  and  classified  and  31 7 
/•ere  re~ surveyed  and  the  records  brought  up  to  date.  Houses  considered 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit 
totalled  66 , and  unfit  houses  capable  of  being  made  fit  as  a  result  of 
repair  or  improvement  numbered  1530 

The  clearance  o.'.  unfit  houses  is  not  going  to  be  a  speedy  process 
as  this  is  governed  by  the  speed  at  which  new  houses  can  be  provided, 
and  there  appear  to  be  many  factors  against  the  erection  of  new  houses  - 
iinance,  suitable  sites,  provision  of  sewerage  and  labourc  We  still 
have  a  large  number  of  houses  occupied  which  were  the  subject  of 
clearance  or  demolition  order  pre-war. 


Improvement  Grants. 


This  incentive  to  raising  the  standard  of  housing  appears  to  be 
slowly  gaining  in  popularity,  but  mostly  the  houses  being  improved  are 
fann  houses,  tied  cottages  and  owner/ occupied  houses.  During  the 
year,  25  applications  were  granted,  17  of  the  proposals  were  completed 
and  5  additional  units  of  accommodation  were  provided  by  the  division 
of  largo  houses.

Water  samples. 

Forty** two  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  One  was  of  raw  water  and  was  satisfactory.  Forty-one  were 
of  treated  water,  thirty-four  being  satisfactory  and  seven  being 
unsatisfactory o  Of  the  treated  waters,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
from  Regional  Supplies  and  it  was  found  that  the  chlorinators  had  been 
temporarily  out  of  order,  or  in  two  cases  that  the  mains  were  in  need  of 
flushing,  the  samples  being  taken  at  the  end  of  a  long  run  (several  miles) 0 

One  chemical  sample  was  taken  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  it 
disclosed  a  total  hardness  of  183  parts  per  million,  129  temporary  and 
54  permanent. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


1 ,  Refuse  Collection, 

The  monthly  collection  of  unbumable  refuse  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

2.  Sewers,  Sewage  Disposal,  Septic  Tanks  and  Cesspools, 

The  sewage  works  situated  at  Riilington,  Westow,  Burythorpe,  West 
Heslerton,  Sherbum,  Staxton  and  Settrington  have  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily.  The  lack  of  a  sludge  lagoon  at  Settrington  has  created 
a  serious  problem  to  which  no  solution  has  as  yet  been  found.  This  is 
a  matter  which  should  now  receive  consideration,  and  it  may  be  found 
necessary  to  have  one  or  more  additional  lagoons  constructed  at 
Riilington. 

The  Duggleby  scheme  was  completed  in  December,  1954,  and  since  then 
four  farmhouses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewer,  bathrooms  and  Y/.C.s 
provided.,  and,  of  course,  all  the  Council  owned  houses  have  likewise  been 
connected  and  the  chemical  closets  replaced  with  water  closets. 

The  septic  tanks  giving  most  trouble  now  are  situated  at 
Weaverthorpe,  East  Heslerton  and  Staxtonj  it  is  hoped  thac  the  sewerage 
schemes  for  these  villages  will  soon  be  approved  and  completed. 


3,  Open  Ditches, 

The  Riilington  beck  has  now  become  clean  and  inoffensive  as  a 
re  suit  of  the  installing  of  a  sewer,  and  the  River  Board  inform  me  that 
samples  which  they  have  taken  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Yedingham  ditch  is  still  a  problem  but  steps  are  being  taken 
to  fix  the  responsibility  for  cleansing  the  lower  end,  which,  as  mentioned 
last  year,  had  not  received  attention  for  several  years*
